Manistique 


The safety campaign being con­ 
ducted 
in 
M anistique 
public 
schools by Trooper F. J. Hall of 
the Michigan state pollee, assist­ 
ed by Chief of Police John Peter­ 
son and Fire Chief C. E. Under­ 
wood Is progressing rapidly and 
will be completed this week. Talks 
have b^en given in each of the 
grade schools and junior stat© 
police safety patrols organized in 
each.

It Is the 
plan of Fire Ch ef Underwood to 
nrganlz a Junior fire departm ent 
from members of th© patrols, af­ 
ter the safety squads are function­ 
ing properly. 
Names of the mem­ 
bers of the various patrols will be 
announced later. 
The patrol at each school has 
been picked by the teachers Dom 
among the outstanding students. 
It Is the duty of thfse Junior of­ 
ficers to see that the children use 
caution In 
crossing 
streets 
In 
traffic near the school, and th at 
they cross at the cross w slks and 
at th e pruner time. Pupils found 
violating the traffic rule* will be 
brought before the school traffic 
court for punishm ent. 
At no tim e 
will the Junior patrols have any­ 
thing to do with street traffic and 
their authority la limited to pu­ 
pils of their own school. 
Trooper Hall stressed the grave 
danger to children In crossing the 
crowded thoroughfares of .the city 
before and after the school r©rl°d.

Each patrol Is headed by a cap­

duty. 
Each member of tb s patrol wears 
a green arm badge, with "M ichi­ 
gan Junior State Police" in con- 
sptrous U tters.
